Trounce Lambuthi - 


.'riday night, October 14, the Jun¬ 
ior \'ols. playing their second home 
game of the season, won their first 
game by a 27 to 6 score, over the 
[Lambuth Eagles. 

Lamtuth brought a light but scrap¬ 
ping team to Martin and the Junior 
Vols expected a real fight from the 
Eagles they got it. 

U. T. kicked to Lambuth. The ball 
was downed on Lajnbuths 20-yard 
line. Coach Eagles’ team made it 
first down on their own 37-yard line 
with three line plays. However, the 
Junior Vols forced the Jackson team 
to punt during the next series of 
downs. In return the Vols were forc¬ 
ed to punt. After a few exchanges of 
punts the Vols took the ball in mid- 
field <■ nd began a drive that resulted 
in a touchdown. A series of running 
plays placed the ball on Lambuth's 
four-yard stripe. Captain Lyons car- 
the game. The attempt to convert 
failed as the place kick was partial¬ 
ly blocked. For the rest of this quar¬ 
ter the Junior Vols failed to gain ex- 
, tensively and Lambuth duplicated 
! their touchdown drive and also failed 
I in the attempt to convert.

During the second quarter the Jun-

score. This period was a disappoint¬ 
ment to the local fandom. Neither 
team scored and the half ended with 
the score still at six-all. 

Third Period 

During the fifteen-minute rest per¬ 
iod between halves Coaches Grant¬ 
ham and Wingo probably told the 
squad plenty and how. At any rate 
returning on the field the orange and 
white team settled down to work and 
the third quarter reversed the second 
period. However, neither team was 
(able to score and the score remained 
: 6 to 6. 

Junior Vols Open Up. 

Early in the last period the "baby” 
\-ols uncorked an aerial attack and 
combining it with a series of running 
plays scored on the fighting team 
from Jackson. This time Ronney car¬ 
ried the ball over the line. The Jun¬ 
ior Vols converted a line play. The 
rest of the game was a victory march 
for the orange and white. Lambuth 
with very little reserve strength was 
unable to cope with the Junior Vols 
strong re.serves and two more touch¬ 
downs were made before the final gun. 
Brann scored both touchdowns for the 
Junior Vols. Both attempts for con¬ 
version were successful. A pass from 
Brann to Shart accounting for one 
(if the extra points and a place kick 
by Brann gave the Junior Vols their 
last score. The final score was U. T. 
.1. C. 21. Lambuth 6. 

Bninn Stars. 

Brann proved to be the offensive 
star of the game. His two touchdowns 
were made by brilliant running and a 
10-yard pass to Webb was the out¬ 
standing feature. Brann's accurate 
passing being a large factor in the 
game. However, the whole Junior Vol 
ta-klield worked brilliantly during 
the last half. The forward wall did 
not function as smoothly as it should 
and its jilay as a whole was rather 
spotted. The wingmen showed up bet- 


! Ui-kSUME or tXXJTBALL SEAljON 

On Sept. 21 the Junior Vol foot¬ 
ball squad for the 1932 season as¬ 
sembled. Coach Grantham and his 
able assistant, W. B. Wingo, who is 
a graduate of Georgia Tech and a 
member of the famous team that 
went to the coast in 1929 to play in 
the Rose Bowl tilt, found a squad 
composed mostly of Freshmen. A 
squad of 41 men assembled on the 
opening day, of these eleven had pre¬ 
viously seen service on the U.T.J.C. 
team. However, only six of this num¬ 
ber were letter men. Consequently 
the probable strength of the Junior 
Vol aggregation was unknown and 
this team was given the sobriquet of 
"dark horses" of the conference. 

Saturday, October 1 the U.T.J.C. 
team opened its season by journeying 
to Murfreesboro, where they engaged 
the strong team of the Middle Ten¬ 
nessee Teachers. This team, one of 
the strong aggregations of the S.I.A. 
A., outweighted the Junior Vols 15 
or 20 pounds to the man and were 
rated to run over our team. The 
orange and white team, however, 
proved that they were not to be de¬ 
spised and at the end of the half 
were traHing by only eleven points. 
Realizing tha tthey were by no means 
outclassed or beaten the team lived 
up to the spirit that has given the 
University of Tennessee the nickname 
of ‘Fighting Vols”, and decided to 
make the Teachers fight hard for a 
victory. When the game ended the 
Teachers had scored six more points, 
but the orange and white team had 
gotten themselves seven points. The 
final score being Middle Tennessee 
.Teachers 18. Junior Vols 7. This 
game gave the boys a little confi¬ 
dence and they realized that a team 
is never beaten until the game is end¬ 
ed. Everyone was proud of the fine 
showing that the team made. 

The following Friday, U. T. Junior 
College opened its home schedule 
against the 1931 champions of the 
Mississippi Valley Conference, from 
Tennessee Polytechnic Institute. 
Again the orange and white team, 
was rated as the under dog. Prov¬ 
ing their right to the monicker of 
"dark horses" of the Conference they 
held the Engineers to a scoreless tie. 
In spite of the fact that this game 
resulted in a score by neither team, 
several times both goal lines were 
threatened and the game was thrill¬ 
ing from start to finish. Both squads 
showed powerful defenses but the of¬ 
fensive work was rather erratic. A 
highly touted backfield proved disap¬ 
pointing in its performance. The 
backs were slow in starting and fail¬ 
ed to pick the holes made by the line. 
Halliday Short, better known as 
“Shotlin", proved to be the star of 
the game. This big 184-pound boy 
from Hornbeak smashed play after 
play on the defense and worked bril¬ 
liantly on the offensive. Playing 
against the Junior Vols, and proving 
to be the star for T.P.I., was an old 
teammate. "Lard" Forbes. ‘‘Lard" 
pla.ved two years for the Junior Vols 
but decided to go to T.P.I. this year. 

Coaches Grantham and Wingo were 
disappointed with the offensive 
w'ork of the team and spent a hard 
week of practice in preparing for 
Bnmbuth. In an effort to find a 
combination that would click several 
changes in the lineup were made. The 
Lambuth game promised to be in¬ 
teresting and a large crowd witness¬ 
ed the second home game for the
